NEW YORK, July 15.—The most famous 
blind man in this city is being cured. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who saw John 
F’. Martin, the substitute for Charles Broad- 
way Rouss, stone blind a year ago, so blind 
he could not tell daylight from darkness, 
saw him again to-day and employed tesis 
which. leave no possibility of doubt as to 
the ability of Martin to see many things, 
and more than that, of his growing ability 
to see more things. 

Martin is being cured by the discovery 
of a system of medication by inhalation. 
The syster of which George H, Cassidy 
is discoverer, has been in use several years 
in the treatment of vartous diseases, but 
it has only recently been in use in cases 
of blindness. 

Martin is #4 years of age. For elght years 
he has suffered from white we or 
congestion of the optic nerve 
seven months ago he learned that Charts 
Broadway Rouss, a millionaire merchant, 
was consulting with Nicola Tesla, an inven- 
tor, as to the advisability of submitting 
to a heavy charge of electricity for treat- 
ment. 

Then Martin-went to Rouss and offered to 
be the substitute. 

Mr. Rouss paid all the medical bills and 
gave Mr. Martin $0 a month for personal 
expenses. 

Since that time Martin has used a thous- 
and different remedies for blindness, and 
at one time he was using twenty-two rem- 
edies., 

Five months ago Mr. Cassidy sought out 
Martin and offered to treat him on the 
condition that no reports of the case were 
to be made to anybody, not excepting Mr. 
Rouss. 

The treatment began. Martin's stomach 
had been nearly deetroyed by the use of 
medicines, and he was greatly emacieted 
Tem weeks were used in building up his 
system preparatory to the treatment, 

Nine weeks of actual treatment have 
just agen He could to-day accurately 
descri the dress, the tle, collar and shoes 
and anpearan ‘e of the reporter who stood 
hefore him. He could see a coin in the 
reporter’s hand, but could not tell whether 
it was a quarter ora half dollar. He iden- 
tified a key, a cigar, a pencil, and when a 
paper announcing the fall of Santiago was 
stiown he picked out the ‘headlines, but 

eould not read the letters which ran very 
ol we together. 

The usual remedies of oculsts for white 
atrophy are empmjoyed. The difference is 
in the administration of the remedy. A 
small sponge in a glass tube ts saturated 
with the drug, anda mouthptlece at one end 
is placed tn the patient's mouth. The tube 
at the other end is connected with a rubber 
tube filled with gas. The preparation of 
the gas is the secret. The gas is inhaled 
through the tube and sponge, and the rem- 
edy in thus transmitted to the lungs and 
blood and taken to the seat of disease, 
Zhe difficulty in treating white atrophy 
hefore has been in transmitting the remedy 
to the optic nerve.
